5. (Amended) A method of inspecting at least on/belt in an elevator system where the 
belt is associated with a cab and is guided by a/least one sheave, comprising the steps of: 

(A) determining a portion^f the belt that is most likely to wear; 

(B) positioning an inspection device relative to the belt; and
